voyage. Included in the passenger 
list are many Canadians who left these 
shores a few weeks ago to be at Liv- 
érpool, in time for the sailing of the 
Empress of Russia. The Empress of 
Asia follows a little later. Beyond 
all question the most notable merchant 
steamers built in the United Kingdom 
during the past year were the..two 
which the. Fairfield Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company constructed for 
the C.P.R. company’s trans-pacific 
service, which have received the titles 
of the Empress of Russia and the 
Empress of Asia.

PATIENTS WANT RADIUM 


| London Hospitals Appeal to Nation for 
Money to Sec.re Suppl 

London, England.—A week azo it 
was announced that 600 milligrammes 
of radium were lying in a safe at the 
British Radium Corporation offices, 
while five London hospitals were mak- 
ing pitiful appeals for more adequate 
supplies. To quote Doctor Lazarus- 
Barlow, of the Middlesex Hospital, 
cancer laboratories, the huge majority 
of our unfortunate patients have to die 
simply because we have not the rad- 
jum which would at least relieve their 
pain, and might in all probability ef- 
fect a cure in a good proportion of the 
cases. 

The 500 milligrammes will soon be 
800 milligrammes, the corporation ex- 
pecting an additional 300, and there 


One of the finest stretches of rock 
ballasting on the entire C.)’.R. sys- 
tem is the sixty-five miles which has 
just been completed east from Van- 
couver.

At the Middlesex Hospital, the Lon- 
don Hospital, the Cancer Hospital, the 
Metropolitan Hospital and St. John’s 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin phy- 
sicians are forced to stand idly by and 
watch the ravages of disease which at 
least they could stay if this radium 
were taken from the office safe and 
divided among them. 

The hospitals cannot buy it them- 
selves. They have not the money. 
Who will help? The necessity is urg- 
ent. There must be many rich men 
and women whose sympathies will be 
touched and whose check books will 
be opened.

A favorite stage substitute for meat 
is sponge cake, which cut into the 
shape of cutlets or steaks and judi- 
clously browned with sauce, presents — 
a most genuine appearance. The ad- | 
vantage of such material is that it is 
easy for the actors to consume and | 
does not present any difficulties to the 
carver. 
Cutlets composed of soft toast are) 
also popular in stage culinary circles, | 
and when decorated with dainty papet | 
frills and parsley look quite the real 
thing, ’ 

Do not let your mouth water at the 
sight of those dainty slices of ham re- 
posing on lettuce leaves on the baron’s | 
festive board. Ham is invariably rep- | 
resented’ on the stage by strips of lino- | 


_ leum, the reddish under side of which 


makes a convincing substitute for the 
real article. As to the surrounding let- 
tuce, that is generally represented by 
white leaves from the humble cab- 
bage. 

The larger and more impressive the 
stage edible, the greater the fake. Huge 
pies which when cut produce a cloud 
of realistic steam are absolutely uneat- 
able. The crust is merely colored pa 
pier mache, which incloses a dish of 
hot water and sometimes a few boiled 
potatoes, which supply the necessary 
steam. The big sirloin of beef, which 
apparently weighs pounds, has about 
six ounces of eatable meat about it. 
The joint is a wooden affair, over 
which a few thin slices of genuine beef 
are placed, giving the impression of a 
really fine plece of meat. | 

Were you to obtain a peep behind the 
scenes just before a banquet scene was 
to be staged you would find a number 
of stage hands busily slicing up toma- | 
toes and bananas. You would see those 
slices being laid out on plates sur- | 
rounded with parsley or white cabbage : 
leaves. Under the glare of the lime- | 
light this dish assumes an astonishing 
Tesemblance to lobster salad, and in| 
similar fashion sliced banana is a gen- 
eral substitute for fish, entrees and 
hors d’oeuvre.

FRENCH ARMY CHEERED 


Remarkable Patriotic Outburst at An- 
nual Review of the Garrison of 
Paris 


Paris, France. — Three hunired 
thousand Parisians turned out to cheer 
at the Vincennes review the 30,000 
men who form the garrison of Paris. 

Although the review is an annual 
affair it was made a national holiday, 
The president of the republic drove 
out Vincennes in a landau drawn 
by four horses with aréillerymen rid- 
ing postilion, The minister of war 
sat by him in tie carriage, and General 
Joffre, the general-in-chief, of the 
French army, sat opposite. 

Mme. Poincare had driven out in 
another carriage. It was her first 
public appearance without her hus- 
band since he became president of the 
republic. t 

The crowd in the streets was enor 
mous and enthusiastic. At Vincen- 
nes at 12 o’clock the crowd formed a 
circle five miles in circumference. At 
2 o'clock, when the cannon thundered 
their welcome, the circle stretched 
back in a black mass, which burst into 
a yell of wild cheering when the pres- 
ident arrived. 

Thirty thousand men—zouaves, light 
infantry, the line, artillery, marines 
and cavalry—were passed in review 
by the president, marched by the trib- 
une and then charged with wonderful 
effect in a thunder of cannonading. 

The troops, who were in campaign 
kit, marched back to barracks through 
the streets with their bands playing 
and amid scenes of great enthusiasm 
everywhere. 

The Socialists had organized a great 
open-air meeting in Paris as a coun- 
ter-demonstration against the three 
years army bill. They had joined 
forces with the anarchists, and black 
and red flags were carried, though the 
police refused to let their bearers un- 
furl them. The speeches against the 
bill were extremely violent. 

One speaker said: As they want war, 
we will give them civil war—war of 
class against class, war between you 


who are ijagqming-to me and those who 
are out at Vincennes.

/PEKIN MOURN® DEAD EMPRESS, 


Impressive Ceremonies Held Outside 
the City Attended by Chinese and 
Forelgnere 

Pekin, China.—A large continuous 
stream of forcigners and Chinese have 
attended the memorial service for the 
late dowager empress, On the cen- 
ter span of the marble bridge oittside 
the Tienan gate is a temporary pavil- 
ion of imperial yellow silk, decorated 
with flowers, The pavilion contains 
the dowager’s portrait and eaorifical 
utensils, Here the general public per 
forms sacrifices to the empress’ mem- 
ory, while on the road vast crowds 
stand gazing. 

Passing the Tienan and Tuan gates, 
both beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers and shells enumerating the vir- 
tues of the dead, visitors enter a see 
ond inclosure by passing over the cen- 
tral marble bridge. They then face 
the Wu gate, under the center of 
which hangs the dowager's portrait, 
= work of’a celebrated Chinese art- 

In front of and beneath the portra:. 
is the dragon throne, typifying the de- 
parted grandeur both of the dowager 
and the dynasty. The throne stands 
at the rear of @ dais, the ceilings and 
sides of which are gorgeously beflow- 
ered and beflagged. Above the dais 
are four characters signifying that the 
dowager was one among the women 
fitting to rank with the two first great 
Chinese emperors. To the right anl 
some yards distant from the dais is a 
yellow-draped platform, on which are 
monks and priests, whose solemn and 
{mpressive dirges alternate “with the 
louder and less penetrating strains,of 
a Chinese band similarly situated to 
the left of the dais. 

Ascending the steps to the right of 
the Wu gate is a constant stream o 
Chinese Manchus, Mongols, Mahommna- 
dens and Tibetans. 
head coverings they halt bef.-e the 
portrait, bow thrice, and pass on. 
Foreigners are civerted to the left 
outside the line of mourners. 

The central figure on the “dais are 
Prince Pulun, robed in white sheep- 
skin, and “also a Mongolian ‘buddha, 
who with members of the funeral com- 
mittee, addressed tho throng, eulogiz- 
ing the dowager. 

Looking backward from ths Wu gate 
one sees an interesting concourse, 
principally of Chinese and Manchus, 
men, women and children, in resplen- 
dent attire, while groups of white- 
robed eunuchs stand silent and sullen 
as though resenting the public partic!- 
pation in the funeral ceremonies of 
the last reigning adult of the Manchu 
dynacty on which vhey bo.vened.

GUN PRACTICE FROM AIRSHIP 


Trial Proves Conclusively that It can 
be Done With

Berlin, Germany,—Shots were fired 
from machine guns on the upper deck 
(the top of the gas envelope) of the 
new German army Zeppelin airship 
% 4 during a war office trial trip near 
Friedrichshafen, recently. 

Although the wind was blowing at 
forty-one 1 iles an hour the gun prac- 
tice was carried out to the satisfaction 
of a military commission. An of- 
ficlal communique, which describes 
the event as of ‘epoch-making import- 
ance,’ states that the trial proves con- 
clusively that it is possible to work 
comfortably and with accuracy with 
machine guns, from the decks of Zep- 
pelin-eirships—--Captain—von -Puteat 
the naval expert of the Taegliche 
Rundschau, states that there is room 
for six machine guns on the top ofa 
Zeppelin airship. 

The Vossische Zeitung states that 
the greater part of the $5,000,000 
shortly to be provided for the German 
air fleet will be deyoted to pbuilding, 
with all possible speed, ten ‘airships 
of the Zeppelin type. It is expected 
that five of the vessels will be incor- 
porated in the air fleet by the middle 
of this} ar. The German admiralty 
is extending its system of waterplane 
stations. It is proposed to establish 
ten—six on the North sea coast and 
four on the Baltic
